•toy congress, it will provide for Investi- 
gations that will be of the greatest 
value to the settlers taking up land 
on the government .projects. 
Vast 
amounts of irrigated land have recent- 
ly been opened for settlement in west- 
ern United States by private enter- 
prise, and the opening of the new 
government projects in addition will 
cause a large Inntt* of settlers from 
Se east. Many Of these settlers will 
know little or nothing of irrigation 
crops or.-ot Irrigation methods, ana 
unlen th*y *»ve 'some opportunity for 
getting expert information on such 
matters, it is feared that many of 
their first attempts at irrigation farm- 
Ing may result in failure. Sucn fail- 
ures would be unfortunate, not only 
to the settlers themselves but to the 
•whole government irrigation proposi- 
tion, since if the percentage of fall- 
urea on any project is large, the gov- 
Btnment will be put in the embarras- 
sing position of having to forcloae on 
the settlers and deprive them of their 
tend.' In some cas<^ after they have 
spent everything they had in getting 
a start, and where their failure may 
have been due to no fault of their 
Own, but simply to Ignorance of the 
new conditions. 
Owing to the fact 
that the 
construction work 
being 
done by the government engineers is 
<Sf a permanent nature and of the best 
type known to engineering science, the 
first cost of the water on the govern- 
ment projects will be relatively high* 
but the subsequent cost or mainte- 
nance and operation will be relatively 
tow. Under the terms of the Reclam- 
ation Act. this first cost of a project 
riwjst be repaid to the government in 
the first ten years after the land is 
open to settlement. This will amount 
to" as much as twenty-five or thirty 
•dollars per acre, or in some cas.es even

to $3:00 per acre per year. In order

Oreat Plains can produce most of the 
cereal and forage crops much, more 
cheaply than they can-be grown, .un- 
vler Irrigation, so that the production 
of these staple crops on the Irrigated 
projects must eventually 'be confined 
to supplying local -demands. '.This 
leaves the irrigation; farmer to aeek 
Ms money erbp- among•'• such special 
crops as fruits., vegetables, hops, 'and 
sugar beets. Some of these are crops 
that require a long time to come into 
profitable bearing. wTille others de- 
mand special markets or the building 
of expensive factories. 
So that it is

lems of, Irrigation farming begin when

The jflr«t project to be'opened for 
settlement and suppliey '.with water 
under the terms of the reclamation 
Act is in western Nevada, in Senator 
Newlands' own state. This Is known 
as the Truckee-Carson project, and 
water will be furnished to the settlers 
on this project this spring. 
'It Is 
"noped by Senator New lands that his 
bill may result In securing the aid of 
tho Department of Agriculture in con- 
dilctlng experiments on this project 
«nd In bringing to the attention of the 
jsettlers there the crops best adapted 
~rc* their conditions. Through Its var- 
ious scientific bureaus, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been inves- 
tigating for several years some of the 
more acute problems that 
confront 
the Irrigation farmer. New crops have 
been Introduced from foreign coun- 
trlos), Improved varieties of native 
crops are being secured by breeding, 
methods have been found by which 
alkali may be removed from the sol), 
and ways have been discovered of so 
applying irrigation water that Injury 
by alkali can be reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
These and many othed ques- 
tions of the same nature have been 
tho subject of Investigations In the 
Department of Agriculture, and it Is 
bolleved -that if means can be provid- 
ed by which the Department can bring 
the results of its investigations direct- 
ly before the people, it will be of the 
greatest benefit not only to the settlers 
on file government projects, but to 
all the Irrigation farmers of the west.

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A Policy Sprung From the Ashes 
By Wm. E. Smythe

r HE influence of the 


San Francisco clisas- 


|ter upon the future econ- 
lomic and political life of 
[the United States may be 
| much more radical and far- 
I reaching than seemed like- 


I ly a week ago. At that 
time it was plain enough 
'that the injury of private 
credit might compel the use 
of public credit in rebuild- 
ing the great city, 'that this 


would lend a new impulse to the movement for 
public ownership, and that we should behold 
a remarkable development of the possibilities of 
Associated Man. 


At the present writing, plans are under ser- 


ious consideration which go much farther, for 
they propose not only public appropriations for 
things which are used in common, but public ap- 
propriations for the direct and immediate benefit 
of thousands of private individuals. What that 
most advanced of all existing governments—the 
government of New Zealand—is doing for its 
farming population ir is now proposd that mun- 
icipal and national governments shall do for bus- 
iness men and citizens of San Francisco. 


It is a policy sprung from the ashes—a policy- 


forced upon the countn, perhaps, by the inexor- 
able logic of events. 


Extraordinary indeed will be the consequences 


of the earthquake and fire if, at a single bound', 
the United States is placed abreast of New Zea- 
land in the radical benevolence of its social legis- 
lation ! 


It is announced upon the authority of James 


D. Phelan, Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
that Congressman Kahn will be asked to intro- 
duce a bill providing for a national guarantee of 
San Francisco city bonds to the amount of $200,- 


000,000, and that the proceeds arising from the 
sale of these bonds will be loaned to the proper- 
ty-owners of San Francisco to enable them to re- 
build at the earli«st possible moment. Mr. Phe- 
lan .himself a conservative citizen of great wealth, 
and a man whose nobility of character was prov- 
en not less by his heroic devotion to the sufferers 
at the darkest hour of the crisis than by his mag- 
nificent gift of $1,000,000, explains the urgency 
of the case as follows: 
' 


It la estimated by the underwriters that we have 


suffered a loss of J200.000.000. It Is Imperative that 


i without delay new structures should go up on the 
ruins of the old. Now. with the best will in the world, 
there Is not sufficient money in San Francisco to do 
this, and wemust look for It elsewhere. If we have 
to borrow it through the ordinary banking channels 
we will have to pay 4, 5, and 6 per cent., which, added 
to increased taxation we will have to bear, will be a 
burden too great for us to carry. With this natlona 
guarantee we will be able to go Into the financial 
markets of the world and borrow at 2 or 2% per cent, 
the -J200 800,800 we need. These bonds should run 
for not less than fifty years. The proceeds of their 
sale will be loar.ed upon the security of the realty 
and the new construction. 
In other words, they 


would constitute a mortgage on the best portion of 
the new city. 


There is no doubt that San Francisco needs the 


money, nor that she must have it; no doubt that 
municipal bonds guaranteed, both principal and 
jirtterest, by the nation, would command the 
money readily at the lowest rate; and no doubt 
that the security furnished by the new San Fran- 
cisco would guarantee the nation against ultimate 
loss. And yet, the proposal represents a new and 
radical departure in social legislation. It is a 
departure that would be hailed with joy by every 
friend of liberal tendencies and represent the be- 
ginning of a new national policy which, carried 
to its logical' conclusion, would make a new, 
earth, if not a new heaven. Let us see wherein 
the policy differs from government aid hereto- 
fore supplied to various irtteresb. 


The protective tariff is a species of govern- 


ment aid, but it is of the nature of a subsidy, not 
specifically granted to individuals.. It is for the 


' benefit of all who can avail themselves of the 


higher wages or higher' prices which it creates. 
In recent years, with the growth of monopolies 
and the increase of economic efficiency, it has 
become more and more a matter of largess to 
great manufacturers, many of whom are able to 
sell their goods in competition with free trade 
countries, while paying American wages. Mr. 
Phelan's proposition is entirely different. 
| 
The land subsidy to the Pacific railroads and 


the cash subsidy to ship-owners are not in the 
same class as the Phelan proposition. They were 
outright gifts made to a few favored individuals, 
who were not asked to repay them except as. the 
country is benefited it a general way by the crea- 
tion of facilities of transport. 


The recent action of congress in guarantee- 


ing the interest on bonds issued by railroad cor- 
porations in the Philippine Islands is more near- 
ly parallel, and the early action of the government 
in loaning millions to the builders of western rail- 
roads comes closer yet. But there was a vita 
difference in the fact that government aid to rail- 
roads was furnished for the benefit'of syndicates 
composed of a very few individuals-., , 


The Phelan idea is to loan pvfclic money to 


thousands of people as a means of .enabling them 
to rebuild their business and'homes': • Mr. Phelan 
speaks only of loaning money to .business men, 
but he surely would not draw the line so as to ex- 
clude the thousands of people who lost their 
homes and who, as a class, must be even worse 
off than business men. 


No exact parallel for the legislation proposed 


can be found in the history of the United States, 
-but'its perfect counterpart exists in one of the 
most successful and beneficent of New Zealand 
institutions. This it its famous Department for 
Making Advances to Settlers. 


New Zealand, like all new countries, was set- 


tled by poor men. They found it necessary, as 
poor men always do, to borrow money for the 
purpose ctf, makjngj improvements, It .occurred 
to one of their "treat statesmen (hkt borrowing 


money from private sources, and paying coin- 
missions and bonuses to a number of agents and 


rokers, as well as interest to the real lender, was 
nnecessarily wasteful, and that it must result in 
piling a burden upon the backs of the borrowers 
which could hardly be borne. So this statesman 
>roposed that the country should issue its own 
note in the form of long-time, low-interest bonds, 
float the public loan in England, and then become 


banker for its own people at actual cost. 


The system has worked beautifully, and the 


New Zealand farmer gets money at anywhere 
from one-third to one-half the rate usually paid 
by western farmers. The country's credit is bet- 
ter, even, than that of the biggest bank. It com- 
mands the cheapest money in the market, of 
course. The actual expenses of conducting the 
business, with a slight margin for contingencies, 
is all that the New Zealand .settler is called upon 
to pay; in addition to the interest on government 
bonds. 


It is this policy which has made New Zealand 


the poor man's paradise, for the humblest can 
have a home under these conditions. He buys 
or leases government land, borrows government 
money, and proceeds to get independent. 


In an experience of many years, during which 


it has loaned millions upon millions of dollars, 
New Zealand has not lost one solitary penny by 
this policy. This does not mean that no one has 
ever failed to repay his loan; it means, rather, 
that the values created by the use of the money, 
plus the settler's labor, have exceeded the amount 
of the loan, so that the great fund stands unim- 
paired. And it has* been an untold blessing to the 
country as a whole,'as well its to the individuals 
who have been helped. 


Mr. Phelan's proposition differs from the 


New Zealand system! only in the fact tliat die 
money would be loaned to the business men of 
the city instead" of the business men of the coun- 
try—to those who manufacture and sell goods, 
instead of to those who produce wealth directly 


from the soil. In both cases, public money 5s 
loaned to private parties on the.broad, philan- 
thropic conception that the aggregate of private 
prosperity constitutes public good. 


A few months ago Senator Newlands in* 


plored congress to assist the Filipinos in building 
public railroads instead of assisting private pro- 
moters to exploit the Filipinos, kater, he urged 
congress to create an agricultural bank to loan 
money to the farmers of the Philippines and thus 
enable them to obtain modern machinery and im- 
prove their industrial methods. Again, he asked 
the government to retain the ownership of its 
coal lands in Oklahoma and lease them to small 
operators; also, to build and lease steamships, 
instead of giving subsidies to rich corporations. 
Congress would have none of these things, for 
fear they might be regarded as paternalistic, so- 
cialistic, .perhaps-even ."anarchistic." 


But now a great city lies in nuns. Its citi- 


zenship is prostrate. Tens of millions must be 
forthcoming from some source to create a new 
situation in which a vast population may find 
sustenance. And some of the strongest and 
richest men in San Francisco ask the government 
to learn the lesson of New Zealand statesmanship 
and loan the public credit to the stricken com- 
munity. 


It is much too early to even guess at the fate 


of the Phelan proposition. It is not certain as yet 
how generally it is supported even in San Fran- 
cisco. Personally, I wish it might be accepted, 
for two reasons, either one of which would seem 
to be sufficient: 


First, betauscHt will set S*n Francisco upon 


her feet and enable Ver to go forward with the 
least possible burden upon the backs of her suf- 
fering people; 


Second, because it may conceivably inaugur- 


ate a new era of American legislation ,in which 
.Organized and Associated Man shall come into 
his own. '
